John'*  Imprisonment.  Christ; Begins  His 
Galilean  Ministry.  Matt.  14:3-5;  Matt. 
4:12-17;  Mark  C:1 7.  isf. Mark  1:14,15; 
Luke  3 : l * 20  Luke  kfl|  15;  John  4:4 
45.  During  the  Uext  year  and  a half, 
IChrist  confined  hisactiv  itie,-.  to  the  narrow 
Hjoundaries  of  Galilee,  which  “was the  most 
northerly  of  the  four  produces  into  which 
Palestine  was  divided.”  The  whole  area 
of  Galilee  was  not  more  than  eighteen  hun- 
dred square  miles.  It  is  Well  to  keep  this 
in  mind,  because  itipqhef  dear  the  rapidity  . 
“with  which  the  movements  of  Jesus”  be- 
came  known  throughout  the  land.  About 
the  time  Christ  went  info  Galilee,  John  was 
cast  into  prison,  bccau&l  he  had  the  cour- 
age to  tell.  Herod  fhat  it  [ was  not  lawful 
for  him  to  marry  his  brotlfcr’s  wife. 

In  fulfilment  of  a prophecy  from  Isaiah,' 
Christ  made  CJqpeynaunr  his  home  and 
headquarters.  The  fame  pf  Jesus  had  pre- 
ceded  him  into  Galilee,  so  .the  Galileans  re- 


Noijong  since  I was  reading  the  12th 
chapter  df  Luke  and  was  impressed  as 
never  before  with  the  man  who  interrupted 
the  Lord  and  would  have  had  Him  to  set- 
tle the  question  of  the  Jewish  law.  Think 
with  me  Christ  was  in  the  open  air  near 
the  Pharisee’s  house  with  whom  he  had 
just  dined.
